The Excitement Dying .Away. 

MoNTRBAL, Nov. 18. — The former com- 
rades of Ricl in the school he attended 
here have resolved to wear mourning for 
a monlli in respout of hia memory. 

Le Monde this evoiiinp; isauod a bulle- 
tin which statod that Madame Riel in a 
dispatch has espreaaed her wiiliuf^ness to 
have her son interred by the side of the 
graves of bho patriots of 1S37. It is pro- 
posed to invito Madam Riel and her fam- 
ily to take up their residence in this city 
and to establish a fund for her support. 

A doputatioD of the members of the 
Olub Cartier has waited on Suuator La- 
casto and requested him to accept the 
leadership of the cuiiacrvativo W'mfi, of the 
French national party which is to be built 
on the Rio) question. Mr. Lacaate asked 
a few days' tune to considur. Ho also 
intimated that he would first requirn to 
bear tho.explanations of the French-Cana- 
dians. 

Students togothor with some quarry- 
men and others, numbering 800, paraded 
the streets to-night. Tlio quarrj'inon 
carried nxe handles, clubs and thii<h 
bonea. They shoved the people from the 
sidawalks, frightened horaes luid coiniiiit- 
tp(l other agKreasive nets. Jtwaa thought 
at one time that thoj' would attack the 
Salvation army hall. They have threat- 
ened to attacic {ja Minorve ofHce to-mor- 
row night. 

Two hundred and fifty men of llie Sixth 
yuailiers had aaaenibled at Doruiiiion 
square to be in readiness to nieet the 
Frencb-Oanaijiana should they attempt to 
carry out the purpose of burning Colonel 
Stevenson in eflii/y on the aqunre. It is 
stated to-night that tho dutnonstnitioii 
was the result of information which the 
student » of Victoria university had re- 
ceived during tho day that tho students 
of McGill (English) university intended to 
burn Biel in effigy on tho Ohamp de Mars 
to night. 

Eastcru States, 

CiiAitLERTON, S. C, Nov. 18. — A terri- 
ble tragedy was enacted in Edgefield coun- 
ty to-day. A white man named Robert 
JoTieB|c>coupied sciine land rented irom his 
relatives,"- Oharles and Edward Pressly. 
They notified him that as he could no 
longer pay the runt he must vacate. To- 
day Jones went to a field where Edward 
Preaaly, aged 80; and his sons, Charles 
and Edward, jr., were ploughing, aud 
shot Charles dead. Edward started in 
pursuit of hira, and Jonss stabbed him 
mortally with h knife. Junes then re- 
loaded hia gun and killed the father, old 
Mr. Preasly, who is tho gniiuifathor of 
Jones' wife. Juiiea then came to tho 
courthouse, entered the jail aud aurreiid- 
ered, romarlcitiR that he had killed three 
of the best men in the county. This ac- 
count is from a News and Courier corres- 
pondent who viaited the sceno. .Another 
account is that the Presaly.'i went to the 
field where Jones was working, and that 
Jones killed them in self-defense. 

PirxsBtiEG, Pa., Nov. 18. — At a session 
of the fTational Rabbinical convention of 
tho Reformed Hebrew church to-day the 
subject of Sabbath obsorvauco was dis- 
cussed at some length, and a resolution 
was unanimously adopted declaring that 
there is nothing in the spirit or law of 
Judaism to prevent the introduction of 
Sunday services in local itiea where a ne- 
cessity for such services appears or is felt, 
lathe preamble to the resolution the im- 
portance of maintaining tho historical 
Sabbath as a bond with tho past, and a 
a symbol of the unity of Judaism the 
world over, is recognized. After recom- 
mending the fortiiation of societies for 
propagation of tho Reformed Jewish* doc- 
trines among the poorer claasos, the con- 
YPnt^ion adjourned to nieet at Cincinnati 
on the first Monday in May, lt(8t}.

J t»£LAVED DISPATCHES. 

. EUSQPE 
London, Nov. 19, — Bulgaria is de- 
nuding the Turkish frontier of troop.s 
ami is sending all her available forces 
to tho front to combat the Serviaii-s. 
The public are allowed to go to the 
depots en route to see their relatives 
and friends. Many of the villagers 
tramp long distances and wait at the 
depots several hours, and in some cases 
whole days and niglits, in order to see 
friends and give tliera llowors and pre- 
Boiits. Prince Alexander's success be- 
fore Slivintza has revived the courage 
ot those going to the front, and they 
undergo extreme hardships with re- 
'aiarkable fortitude in many cases. 
They are compelled to march long dis- 
t.tnceB in bad weatlicr, at night, and 
caDip in optMi spacri.s wlicrr tin-re are 
shelter shades, not having ordinary 
tents to protpct ihetu from Severn 
weather. 

Belgrade, Nov. 10,— An account 
from T.sarilirod, the Servian hfadqunr- 
ters, of the liuttle yesterday before 
Slivintza, suites that theS'-rvians wen.' 
unable to bring their full strength into 
action and were thus deft ated and com- 
pelled to withdraw to Dragoman pass. 
The junction of the Danube, Brina 
and Shumalia divisions with the sec- 
ond-class reserves will ho completed to 
day. This will bring forty-eight more 
battalions of infantry into action to- 
gether. 

Brussels, Nov, 19. — Independence 
Beige to-day publiabes a dispatch from 
its correspondent at Sofia, stating that 
the Servians attacked tlio third Bul- 
garia regiment, escorting an anibulunce 
train, and bayoneted the wounded sol- 
diers in tho ainbuliinces. The corres- 
pondent also states that Prince Alex- 
ander 8ubuHt.s to the terms oinbodiod 
in the latter's reply to the prince's a[)- 
l)eal for help, and begs tho sultan to 
aid him at once. 

Belgrade, Nov. J9.— A dispatch 
from Tsaribrod says two Bulgarian 
battalions were defeated to-day in an 
engagement with Servians on the road 
to Bresnik and Pernik, Bulgarian's loss 
200 men killed and wounded. The Ser- 
vians captured sixty prisoners and a 
quantity of ammunition and provi- 
sions. 

Bkiilix, Nov. 19.— The Reichstag 
was opened to day with usual formali- 
ties. The imperial speech in substance 
was as follows: "The pope's mediation 
is expected to. settle the Caroline ques- 
tion in a manner corresponding to tho 
friendly relations existing between 
Spain and Germany. The foreign rela- 
tions of Germany are peiiceful and 
friendly with all nations. The emperor 
confidently hopes the Balkan affair 
v^ ill nob disturb the peace of Europe 
and trusts that .signers of the Berlin 
treaty will sucteed in securing respect 
for the treaties by the people rendered 
independent by them. The emperor 
said thai he was animaied by a con- 
Ijdenco that God's blessing in the fu- 
ture au in the past will be granted to 
Gernaany's eflorts to maintain peace." 

EASTERN STATES. 
Aururn, 111., Nov. 19,-A playful 
CE.t yesterday knocked from a table 
some object, which fell into a can of 
nitro-glycerine at the residence of Al- 
bert Jones, a farmer, who lives near 
here. An instantaneous explosion oc- 
curred and there is nothing left but 
the two walls of tho §200 residence and 
its costly contents. The family, , fortu- 
nately were absent. 

aAiilFORNIA. 
San Francisco, Nov. 19.- -Fourteen 
habeas corpus cases of Chinamen who 
attempted to override the refusal of the 
custom house officials to let them land, 
were withdrawn from the United 
States district court to-day. The China- 
men conperned in these cases will re- 
turn to China on the steamer which 
leaves here on the 28th inst.

MB. PARNELL'S CONTItACT. 

Soiiii; time afjo ii story was circulated 
aboui Mr. Purnoll ihut hu hiiiibolf was ii 
barab, rack-renting, evicting landlord. 
Some ezplanationB were attempted. It 
was sbown that Mr. Parnell's tenants had 
had great indulgonco shown thorn, and 
that an eviction was neceaaiiry if Mr. Par- 
noU was to obtain unytliing for his land 
• at all. The escuac was quite enough to 
justify Mr. Parnuira action, but people 
could not help observing that probably as 
good a one ooutd hare been furuished in 
the majority of oases of other evicting 
landlords against whom Mr. Parnell was 
urging on a popular ouicry. Mr. Pariioll 
has nonr become involved in anotlier scan- 
dal, which if fully proved against him, 
ought to greatly lesson, if not wholly ruin, 
his influence as a political leader. The 
facts of the case, as they affect Mr. Par- 
nell, are, very plainly sot out in the Boston 
Herald : 

"A short time ago the city government 
of Dublin raised a loan for paving the 
streets of that city. Advertisements were 
published requesting tenders for 1,300 
tons of what are termed paving sela — that 
is, stones cut in a manner auitable to bo 
used for paving purposes. The dimen- 
sions specified in the advertisements were 
stones of four to nine inches. Tenders 
were received from live Irish and four 
Welch quarry owners, Mr. Parnell, na 
owner of the Rathdrum quarry, appearing 
among the Gve Irish bidders. The bids 
varied all the way from 20sbilliags to 24 
shillings per ton, the lowest bid being 
that of Mr. Gordon, of Newry, and the 
highest that of Mr. Parnell. Sumo of 
the bids were rejected in consequence of 
the unsuitable character of the stone for 
paving in streets where heavy trullic was 
carried on; but this objection did not ap- 
^ply to the bids of the VVelehmen at 23 
shillings per ton, or to the bid of the ow- 
ner of the Uailintoy quarry, in the county 
of Antrim. Yet, in spite of this, and in 
spite of the fact that, in order to obtain 
atone from the Rathdrum quarry, it was 
necessary to change the dimensions to six 
by seven iiiohei, of the stone to be fur- 
nished, the award was made to JNIr. Par- 
nnli, More than this, it is said that the 
wages paid at the Rathdrum quarry are 
so low that skilled and experienced 
dressers of atone cannot be employed, and 
hence, the paving seta out ouc there are 
defective in dressing, and that it is im- 
possible to make close joints and an even 
course of paveuiDiit ivliere they am naed. 
The dill'erence of two shillings per ton in 
the amount which the city df Dublin is 'o 
spend for paving sets represents about 
(30,000, and it is held the', this is a bonus 
paid to Mr Parnell, in uousequeuce of his 
political influence." 

Of course it is perfectly pos/iblo that 
Mr. Parnell may hav.o tendered in perfect 
good faith and that the improper award- 
ing of the contract may have been the 
work of some over zealous friends in the 
corporation. Or it is equally possible 
that the.aSfair may have been worked for 
Mr. Parnell,by an unscrupulous ayent and 
that he himself may be wholly innocent 
of it. It is a matter that nlioul 1 Vm prob- 
ed to the bottom. If Mr. Parnell is 
guiltless in connection with it then that 
should be made manifest. If he has really 
made use of his political position to put 
$30,000 of public money into h\» uivn 
pockets that ought not to have gone there, 
he should bo pr mptly criven from public 
life. The Irish people, are to a cunsidcr- 
able extent on trial at present as to their 
fitness for a greater measure of self-gov- 
ernment than they otijoy, and it will 
greatly disappoint the friends and delight 
their enemies if they show such a degree 
of moral ubtuseness as to continue as 
leader a corruptionist fur hia.owu private 
gain. 

TBB EASTEIIN TROUBLE— UUS- 
SIA'8 ACTION. 

The most important piece of intelligence 
that lias lately came across the ocean is 
the public humiliation of Prince Alexan- 
der by the czar. This, bad enough in 
itself, is made much worse by the word- 
ing of the Russian official order. Instead 
of the usual word meaning that he had 
dispensed with his services, the czar em- 
ployed one having a disgraceful meaning, 
"struck off." Such notion is highly sig- 
nificant. It shows, first, that Russia h.is 
given up hope of Alexander ever being 
anything but liostila to her, as the ruler 
of an independent principality. Second, 
it foreshadows the probability of the con 
ference. breaking up in dissensitm. Third, 
Alexander also holds similar coiumaiidb in 
the German and Austrian armies. But 
those countries have taken no steps 
against them, which means inu:h. The 
proposal that England shall shall with- 
draw, from the conference, which is made 
in certain quarters, especially by the 
Daily News, is most mischievous. It 
would bo repeating the blunder 
of the Earl of Beaconsfield in 1870. 
In the meantime Scrvia and Bulgaria, im- 
patient at the delay of the conference, 
have flown at each other's throats niid are 
now attempting to solve the Balkan prob- 
lem at the point of the sword. It scarcely 
aeema possible that the struggle will end 
without involving at least three of the 
great powers. If iho Servians should be 
thrashed and driven back across the fron- 
tier an attempt on the part of the Bul- 
garians to follow their foes would meet 
with the active interference of Russia It 
is believed, and not without cause, that 
Servia is secretly prompted and aided by 
Russia, who thinks she sees in this dif- 
ficulty an opportunity to draw a little 
nearer to Oonsia itinople.

BULGARIA. 

London, Nov. 20. — Dispatches state 
that the Servians have become dispirited 
over their recent reverses. The Bul- 
garians, on the other hand, have been 
aroused to the highest pitch of enthu- 
siasm by the ftxample ot Prince Alexan- 
der and the victories gained under his 
leadership. They have gradually driven 
back the Servians' advance lino until the 
Bulgarians' forward line of eiitroiich- 
ment is within a mile of Dragoman vil- 
lage. In the fighting yesterday the Ser- 
vian losa waa 800 killed and wounded. 
One of Prince Alexander's aides was 
killed during the brunt of yesterday's 
engagement. , 

Belokadk, Nov. 20. — A Servian ofllcial 
'dispatch from Tsaribrod says the Servian 
repulse at Slivintza is attributed to the 
action of General Govanovitch, com- 
mander of the Danube division, who 
made several tactical mistakes and failed 
to execute certain strategic iiiovemunts. 
The four divisions of the Servian army 
have now been concentrated just beyond 
Dragoman, and will renew the attack on 
the Bulgarian defences at Slivintz\ to- 
morrow. Gen Topatovitch, commanding 
the right wing of the Servian army, is 
entrenched within a few hours' march of 
Sofia. 

Belgrade, Nov. 20. — The Servian 
headquarters have been withdrawn into 
Perot. 

A rumor prevails here thai Prince Alex- 
ander has proposed an armistice. 

The Bulgarians yesterday repulsed the 
Servian attack in the direction of Wid- 
den. 

Prince Alexandei' has ordered the re- 
moval of the archives from the treasury 
at Sofia to a place of safety. They will 
probably be taken to Thumla. Consuls 
at Nissa are removing their p.ipors to 
Hutch and elsewhere. 

London, Nov. 20. — The Standard's 
Vienna oorreapondeut says that some of 
the powers, including Austriu, oppose 
Turkish mediation and insist on a confer- 
ence at Constantinople to decide the Bal- 
kan question. 

SohiA, Nov. 20. — The Bulgarians re- 
pulsed the Servian attacks un Slavonyi 
and drove the enemy back eight kilo- 
metres. Subsequently the Servians opened 
a strong artillery fire from tho right 
wing. 'The Bulgarians hotly defended 
their position and again repulsed the 
Servians. The Servian force consisted of 
three battalions of infantry, one of ar- 
tillery and a squadron of cavalry. Tho 
Victory finally belonged to the Bulgarians. 
Tho latter further repulsed the Servians' 
attack on Gliiiitz.

ARIZONA.

Toronto, Nov. 20. — Nicholas Flood

of trutli in tho statement th»t tho body 
was disfigured, and that not a hair was 
improperly removed. In the presence of 
Sherill' Chaploau, attending officially, and 
a number of Riel's friends, we saw tho 
C'jri.'se and repeat that there is ncit a word 
of truth in nor a tittle of foundation for 
the statement that it was in the least ill- 
treated." 

Montreal, Nov. 20. — At a Itiol meet- 
ing on tiie Chump da Mars last night, 
chairman M. 0. David, after condemning 
tho government, asked the audience to 
swear over the body of Riel to never for- 
give those who wore responsiblu for Riol's 
death, and also to adopt his children as 
those of the nation. Hon. Mr. Mercier 
protested solemnly against the fato of 
Jiiol and ci-.'led nn tho ponpln tn turn nut 
tho three coivarda in the cabinet. Geo. 
Duhiimul, conservative, said Riel wa'j a 
sublime fool and would soon have been 
furguttun if incarcerated in prison or a 
lunatic asylum. Instead of that he had 
descended to the grave or rather had 
mounted to the pedestal of immortality. 

Strong police patrols are in the city to- 
iiiglit ready for action in case any trouble 
occurs.

. Oapt. Wm. Moore, char^^'ed on ryniaiid 
from VVedueaduy with piracy in spiriting 
away the steamer Teaser. 

Mr. T. Davio appeared for the prosecu- 
tion and Hon. A. N. Richards and Mr. 
Taylor (Eberts & Taylor) for the defence. 

Mr. J. II. Turner (examination con- 
tinued by Mr. T. Davia) produced the 
mortgage for §2,000 on the steamer Tea- 
ser; Capt. Moore, a few days before the 
final departure of the atuaiiier, asked if 
there was not aoino coal at River's Inlet 
loft there by him; witnosa knew that coal 
had been left thoro, for Capt. Moore had 
reported so when ho returned from the 
northern trip; told him so far as I knew 
that coal had not been removed; the 
regular route of steamer ia between Now 
Weatminster and Victoria, and she could 
not bo employed on northern or otlier 
routes on account of business arrange- 
nients, 

Cross examined by Hon. A. N. Rich- 
ards — Was connected with the steamer 
since the oommenoement of its building: 
we are Iho owners of the steamer under 
mortgage on the Teaser; the mortgagea 
are from tho registered owner, IJonry 
Moore; wo paid tho money un condition 
of the mortgages; we charged tho money 
to the Teaser; . -jan hardly tell how she 
was registered in the name of IJonry 
Moore; don't know that tlioio was any 
other money advanced; only know of the 
money advanced by ua; know the lirm of 
York it Lenz; heard that they had ad- 
vanced §1,'100; heard that t'arinura at 
Chilliwhack had advanced St,-100. don't 
knaw that Henry Moore advanced any 
money; Wm. Moore waa the lirat to ap- 
proach me about the matter; liad paid out 
about §7,000 before securing; tliL'.>ij,UUO 
mortgage; did not ^lave an unLlcratauding 
with Vork »t Lonz tliat thoy should get 
any money; have frctiueiitly fiwnishod 
statement of accounts; our account ai:^ainat 
the vessel ia §13,000, inclusive i.'f mort- 
gages; don't know that we hold ourselves 
responsible for all the accounts of tho 
Teaser; wo paid all the wages and ex- 
penses; don't know that wo would bo re- 
sponsible for accidents; cannot say whoso 
vessel she would bo after the mortgages 
were paid; tho gross earnings wore 10,000 
and some odd dollars; we liave received 
of that from Capt. Mooro $13,875, and 
have paid out §13,421; tho Adelaide ran 
on the Fraser, tho Toaaar connecting for 
the river; Turner, Boocon chartered tho 
Adelaide at their expenao. 

Mr. Davie objected to the queati ju of 
account as irrelevant 

Mr. Hiohardi|<aid thit ta i was a crim- 
inal action it was necessary that all par- 
ticulars should be learned; it perhaps 
could be shown that the man who had 
taken the vessel had a [)iirfect right to do 
so, and there was nogr(ruiui for piracy at 
all, inasmuch as tho plaintid' waa not 
owner of the vessel, and the action 
was merely a civil one. 

Continuation of cross-examination — 
Capt. Mooro was a good uuricer; ho had 
no coiineotion with tho Adelaide; ho al- 
lowed part of profits to Moore's credit; 
the Teaser had a regular time of sailing; 
the transfer of the mortgage of I^OUOO waa 
transfered lately from Alisop & Mason; 
had a note with the firm that tho mort- 
gage should be handed over whiMi the 
money was paid; will swear that 1 boliovo ! 
that Capt . Moore sent the vessel oil', and ! 
that he had lieen preparing a month be- 
fore to do an; did not seo Capt. Moure on 
the vessel; the amount advanced on the 
Ruby is included in the account; cannot 
say how much was advanced on the Ruby. 

Re-cross by Mr. Davie— The Adelaide 
was chartered at our risk; her net earn- 
ings were .?3000; fur the Teaser's running 
erpenses wo paid §12,4'J1 ;_be8idea this ac- 
count there ia tho original money in the 
steamer, besides coal bills and mhor ac- 
counts; Capt. Moore's wages wer ' @100 a 
month. 

To the court — In making arrangements 
it was always throutili the defeni' ■ 'il ; 
mot V i h Capt. Moore in Eberts & Ta - 
lot's oltico ofter steamer had gone; we 
were given possession under niDrtgngo 
after the day tho .steamer was launched; 
Henry Moore never demanded tho poss- 
ession of VBsael, though registered owner 

Herman Tesclilor swdin, said tliat he 
waa engineer of the Teaser before 13th of 
Nov. ; Wm. Moore waa captaiii^; my 
wages were always paid at Turner, Beeton 
& Co. 'a ofKce; slept on tho ateamer; was 
asleep on the morning ot the 13th; Capt. 
Moora called nie up at six o'clock in the 
morning; stated that ho had cjiicluded to 
make a ohango, and that Hardy would 
take charge; tho night previous tlio cap- 
tain said he waa going the next day to 
Roche Harbor for lime; she left at 7.30 
Friday morning; had held the position of 
engineer three months and ten days; 
thoro waa plenty of wood nnd cmd on 
board the time she left for Uocho harbor; 
thero was wood and coal enough to run 
fire days; the coal had accumulated — less 
being used, and also for the purposes of 
ballast as rough weather waa coming 'oii. 

OrosB-etamined by Mr. Richards — 
Know Henry Moorej tho Teaser is a good 
aoa-boat; was not there when tho boat 
left for Roche harbor. 

To the court — Tho morning Captain 
Moore discharged me he said tlioru had 
been quarrels enough between ua and 
he had concluded tu make a change; there 
had been no dispute for three weeks; five 
or six tons wore taken on board Thursday 
night; thero waa nine cords of wood on 
board previously. ' 

Edward B. Marvin, sworn, aaid he was 
a ship chandler; know defendant; he or- 
dered a sail in September fur tho Teaser; 
said he could not pass inapeotion without 
a sail and Mr. Vigor wanted him to get 
it; told him I wouldn't supply it without 
orders fruiii Turner, IJcctun A Co. ; saw- 
Mr. Byrn and ho refused to give the 
order; finally got an order and made the 
sail. 

Benjamin jMadigan, sworn, said he was 
engineer of tho Boscowitz; returned to 
Victoria last Tuesday morning from Fort 
Simpson; know tho Teafcor; sai\' her on 
tho way down: she wati going northward; 
met her five miles north of Seymour Nar- 
rows on Sunday morning at lU o'clock. 

Cross-examined by Mr, Richards — 
Know Henry Mooro; can't bo sure, but 
think I saw him on the veaael. 

The case waa adjourned until to-day at 
11 o'clock, bail at the former amoqiit of

Ari l val of the Cblcf EiiKiueer of 
Public Works. T > % 



Mr. LI. F. I'orley, chief engineer of tho 
public works department of Canada, ar- 
rived by tho Olympian yesterday from 
Ottawa, and ia registered at the Driard. 
To a reporter of The Colonial Mr. Perley 
stated that his visit to this province was 
principally to make an examination of the 
extensive public work now in course of 
conatruction at Eaquimalt, though he 
would also visit New Westminster and 
Nanaimo, and remain altogether about a 
fortnight. 

On being queried as to the probability 
of the dock being lengthened, Mr. Perley 

stated that no application for an extension 
of tho dock had been received in his de- 
partmeni up to the tinio of his departure 
a week ago. [It ia juat a week ago since 
such an application was forwarded from 
Victoria and it must have reached Ottawa 
after Mr. Perley's departure.] 

The present length of the dock at Es- 
Quimnlt is 430 feet, an increase over the 
original plan of 50 foot. If tho caisson 
can bo moved from its berth to tho outer 
invert this would give another 31 feet ad- 
ditional. Mr. Perley thinks the dock at 
present large enough to accommodate any 
voaael that may ply in those waters, com- 
paring thom with Allan line steamers en- 
tering Montreal, the longest of which is 
430 foet, which Eaquimalt dock will ac- 
commodate. Tho Quobec graving dock ia 
400 feet in length, though the original 
plan called for 550 feet. The graving 
dock which has been arranged to be built 
at Halifax, N. S., will be 460 feet in 
length, with 80 foot entrance.

The trip from Ottawa to Victoria waa 
made in a little over seven days, there 
being no snow on the way, and the weath- 
er beautiful along the Northern Pacific, 
which road Mr. Perley states is one of tho 
finest he ever travelled on.

Mr. Hugh V. Keefor who mude a good job j 
out of it and also the snug sum of $10,000. | 
Messrs. Sinclair & Tappan built the- 30 I 
miles from tho Littla Shuswap to Salmon } 
river which is of a light charaotor. On | 
this work the contractors make a claim of 
nearly §50,000 for extras.. Messrs. Bacon 
& McMillan built the next 12 miles. 
Messrs. Bray & Cunningham built two 
tunnels on this work. 

MR. W. C. MITUIIELL, C. E. , 

constructed the following 12 miles, whioh 
brings the line tu Ohickamoose narrows. 
These consist of heavy ro.-k cuttings and 

other work of a rough character. Tho

Cambio, 0. E., and from that point to 
Griffin lake, Major Rogers, 0. E., located 
the lino. Both those gentlemen were hard 
'workers and had a lirst-clasa staff of m- 
sistanta. The location of the line through- 
out has been good, and in no place will it 
be necessary to make any alteration. 

MR. M. .r. UANIty, 

Mr. Onderdonk'a general .superinttndent, 
was over vigilant in seeing that thu work of 
conatruction was carried out in an espodi- 
ditious and correct manner, and it wan 
due greatly to his otTorts that tho rails 
reached Craigellachie nearly two months 
before the eastern contractors arrived at 
that point with the last rail and spike, 
and would have been thero sooner had 
raila been supplied him. 

While tho work of construction tvas 
boing prosecuted tho towns from Savona 
and Kamloops to E iglo Pass were alive 
with men and business. Fully 7,000 men 
were engaged on the work, but their 
places are now vacant, and a dozen men

The Servians have re- 
troatod in disorder from Bulchino, Smolt- 
oha and Tuden. 

A .SERVUN ACOOUKT. 

LoNiio.x, Nov. 18.— The following Ser- 
vian account is from Taaribod : The Ser- 
viana found the Bulgariana in unexpected 
strength at Slivnitza. Tho Servians, after 
continuous fighting for eight hours, are 
slowly pushini; Prince Alexander toward 
Sofia, thu Bulgarians disputing every 
inch. Thirty thousand Servians were en- 
gaged in yesterday's fighting at Slivnitza. 

TUB KBPOBT UONFIUUKD. 

London, Nov. 19. — The Daily News 
has a dispatch from Sofia confirming tho 
report of a Bulgarian victory. The Ser 
vians lost 10 gnus and ;<50 horses, and it 
is estimated that 300 Servians were killed 
or wounded.

MANNERS IN JAPAN. 



POLITENESS AS PRACTICED IN THE 
SUNRISE LAND. 



Description of the Jaiianess Boir— A Tea 
Party— Queer Pxaotice at Meia-'alme — 
"PanidUe of ChUdren''— SohooU 
for the Girls.

Visitors to the Suuriso Land are al- 
ways impressed with the graceful bows 
and courtly ceremonies of its people. To 
see "poetry of motion" you must go into 
9 Japanese house and be welcomed In 
Japanesn fashion. 

One writhe describes the Japanese bow 
thus: "Seated on the mat in the ordinary 
way, the hands are brought forward to n 
natural distance in front of the Icnee, aud 
placed with the palms on the floor, and 
with a space between the hands of about 
one foot Then with an easy rocking 
motion the body is carried forward until 
the face almost touches the tloor, when, 
after BliRht pause, the head is ngaia 
lifted to its natural position, " Great cnro, 
should be taken Hot to raise the hips when 
carrying the body forward. 

Cake iind lea are invariably ollured, uo 
matter how short or inforiniil the call may 
be. Tea is served in tiny cups without 
saucers. SVhen no more is wiiuted, tho 
cup may be turned over on the little stiiud 
or chudai on wbieh it is passed. Jiipauefio 
guests usually take humo some of tho 
flweet meats. They carry them in their 
sleeves, for the sleeves of their garments 
invariably end in a capacious pocket 

A real .japan tea party is a very 
ceremonious u:iair. The apartment in 
which the company assembles must 
be arranged e.xprcssly for the pur- 
pose. The cups, the strainer, the tea 
ladle, the kanui, or hot water kettle— 
everything must be of a prescribed pat- 
tern and in a prescribed place. Kvou tbo 
alape o' the bits of charcoal with which 
the water is b.iiled is regulated by rule, 
and tho arrangement of the charcoal is 
supposed to require great skill. Tho 
' utensils used at these cha no yu parties, 
as they are called, have usually a historic 
interest, and at certain stages of the tea- 
making the guests are expected to show 
their ''.ppreclation by a careful examimi- 
lion of them, and by graceful, T.-cll 
worded eulogies. 

Oniinarily tho .lapauese take their 
meals in silence. According to the old 
codes, conversation is almost prohibited. 
It is considered a mark of good breeding, 
however, whoa eating and drinking, to 
draw in the breath with considerable 
□otse. This is supposed to indicate that 
the sU^t ii enjoying his food. On taking 
up a residence in a new place, the stranger 
makes the first oalla Going round to the 
houses of the oldest residents, the new- 
comer': fcirinally announces that she has 
recently 'moved into their honorable 
neighborhood, that she will probably bo 
a very troublesome neighbor, hut hopes 
they will be gracious 

ijuring the first week after a death in a 
family presents of cuke, eggs, etc., are 
seat to tho'bereaved to prevent the neces- 
sity of preparing food for the numerous 
friends who call on visits of condolence. 
Gifts of money to help defray the funeral 
expenses are also sent. 

"VVhen a child entels a school, a present 
Is usually given to tho teacher. This is 
sometimes a basket of fruit, or a bo.x of 
eggs, or sponge-cake. 1 have oven known 
a paper bac of sugar to be presented under 
such circumstances; aud on ])lacing s 
child at boarding-school it is not unusual 
for tho parents to bring presents of con- 
fectionery for all the pupils. 

Japan has often been called the "para- 
dise of children, " but it is only the fu 
vored few who have been gathered 
together in Christian schools that know 
anything of Christmas trees or Christmas 
preseota. Considerable attention is given 
Dy^adults, however, to the subject of New 
rear's presonta it is customary to give 
a present at New Year's to any one out- 
side the circle: of intimate friends who 
may have done you a special favor during 
the year, and a present is sometimtis given 
at the beginning of the new year to indi- 
cate the desire to receive favors during 
the year to come, , A'cw Year's calls are 
far more general in Japan than in America. 
The old year closes with a general house- 
cleaning. Quantities of rice cakes and 
Other good things are prepared, and tho 
first week of the new year is given up to 
festivity Everybody seems to visit every- 
body else, and the streets are so thronged 
with gayly dressed people liiat one won- 
dprs who can bo at home to re -eivo tho 
guests. Congratulatory letters are sent to 
friends at a distance. Ko one is over* 
looked at this season. 

In SLJools for girls, teachers are era- 
ployed who give systematic instruction in 
etiquet;.e every week, if not every day. In 
these classes girls are taught how to walk, 
how to enter a room, how to sit, how to 
ft stand, how to eat, how to receive a guest, 
how to carry r candlestick, how to pro- 
tent a bunch of llowers, and many .similar 
things, and uo matter what a young lady's 
attainments m.iy be. if she can not pass a 
cup of tea in the conventional manner she 
is looked upo'j as a rustic. 

The Japanese language abounds in 
honorific particles ancl expressions which 
■eem. .wholly unnecessary to us, aud wliich 
.arc most absurd when translated literally 
info English, and yet the omission or tbe 
wrong use of one of the most insignificant 
of these particles often changes politeness 
to rudeness and were it not that tho peo- 
ple are usually too courteous to laugh at 
our blunders, they woiild have many 
jokes at our expense. 

Politeness in this respect, however, is 
often carried to such an extent that it 
ceases to be a virtue, for men and women 
regularly employed to instruct foreigners 
in tbe vernacular are sometimes too polite 
to correct their errors, and allow the same 
mist&kes to bo made day after day with- 
out Once calling attention to them.
